From this tarm by order of the officers ol 
the Union army, grain, rails, buddings and 
horses were taken, amounting lo some 
$0,000, and approprial I to the use ot the 
army. 
Heater, es thousands of o*hers did, 
presented his claim to the (2Uirf ruit ite r ’s 
departm ent for payment. 
They had no 
diticulty with the question » a to Irs loyally, 
or that the government had the property 
and should pay tor it, but found ’hat the 
departm ent could only pay for the proper­ 
ty ot a loyal a ik JI iu a loyal 5* tc. 
M ary­ 
land was recognized a; a loyal State, hav­ 
ing never seceded, but Heater iiv d tn \ lr* 
gima a disloyal State, and on this tichm c- 
aiity the (Juarterm aster'sdepartm cut could 
not pay him. 
lie then tc >k his claim be­ 
fore the Southern 
claim 
comm* siou, 
where the evidence was retaken and his 
loyalty and right to payment was again es­ 
tablished beyond all question. 
But upon 
examining 
the law the 
commissioner 
found that it could only pay claims ol loy­ 
al citizens for property taken when in an 
insurrectionary State. 
Tne man was 
in an 
Insurrectionary 
state, but the property was in a loyal state, 
and upon a mere technicality the com­ 
missioner was prevenTcd 
lrom making 
payment. 
All this took time, and in the 
meantime Heater died. His estate brought 
the claim bitore Congree, and the Com­ 
m ittee on W ar Claims of the House, six 
Democrats and tour Republicans, took all 
the testimony again aud unanimously re­ 
ported the tact of the loyalty of Heater 
and that he was entitled to payment. That i 
he really should h ive about 
but by | 
reducing rails and buildings to the price 
of cord wood, and the other (preps) Cy Co 
cost, they allowed him $3,000. 
Now when General Bragg, of this fctate. 
aneered at the idea t bat there could be such 
a thiug as a loyal man in Virginia, Mr. 
John It. Kdiu, ot Illinois, a Dem ocrat who 
had won the name of 'w a tc h dog of the 
tre a n ry " so particular was he in allowing 
claims, arose aDd with emphasis and indig­ 
nation repelled the insinuation that Ileatsr 
was not loyal. 
General Heifer, of Ohio, a 
member ot the committee on war claims, 
who had charge of a claim at Winchester 
at the time of {Sheridan':* famous ride, one 
of the most distinguished of the Union 
Generate, and who has two rebel bullets in 
his body, and as Mr. Williams stated ‘ hates 
an unrepentant rebel a? the devil hates 
holy water,” held up all the original pa­ 
pers on the lloor of the House, and staled 
that sot only did the documents show the 
above fatis beyond all y netthan, but aho 
skmrmi thai Heater g a v e ls aru to Vut Union 
<irmyt and inquired who would not vote 
for that claim w utn we have paid thous­ 
ands just like It. 
Mr. Williams in his speech here at Belle 
City Hall, explained the claim far more 
minutely than we have done in the above, 
and holding up the official record said in 
conclusion, “ That is the rebel claim I am \ 
charged w .th voting tor. 
The claims of 
a mao who while surrounded by rebels, 
gave his son to his country, and his prop­ 
erty to the Union army. 
I did vote tor it, 
and I am sure I shall never regret it to my 
dying day." And was cheered by the im 
mensc audience present to the echo. 
Now what can be said of Journalism 
which alter that could deliberately publbh 
that he did Dot allude to the subject at all 
Several hundred people heard Mr. Wil­ 
liams’ statement sub8*antially as we give It.

There was an important meeting of the 
City Council 
last evening, to open the 
bids which have been received in response 
to the advertisement for proposal* 
for 
building water-works. The question is 
one on which there ha9 been much discuf- 
sioo, aud rightly so, for it is a question of 
great importance. It involves necessarily 
a large outlay of money either by the city 
or by private parties, and every property 
owner should look upon it as a question 
that affects him personally. The laboring 
classes are also interested in it, for if $1GJ,- 
OOO or more is expended in this public im­ 
provement, and a further large sum ex­ 
pended in putting in private mains and 
pipes, etc., it will give 
employment to 
many, and scatter a large amount ot money 
among the laboring clares. All being 
thus interested In this matter, everyone 
should carefully read the proposition, sub­ 
mitted to the Council last evening. There 
is no doubt but that Water Works would 
prove of great advantage to this city, if 
they eau bo procured on the right terms. 
The much-talked of 
question as to 
whether a compauy snail build them or 
whether they shall be owned by the city is 
left in these propositions for the city to de­ 
cide, by giyiog the city the option to either 
buy them or to rent them atter completion, 
and after such a time as would enable them 
to judge even better than now as to which 
course would be most politic. 
Some Im­ 
mediate action should be taken on this 
matter, and for this purpose a special meet- 
ing of the Council has been called for to­ 
morrow evening, and a general and urgent 
invitation is extended to all citizens to meet 
to consult with them. There should be a 
large attendance, and a free and full ex- 
prenion of opinion on this important ques* 
lion. There aru sections of the city which 
now have Utile or no protection from Are, 
and if, as Is claimed, better protection can 
be secured for the same amount as Is now 
expended, the sooner that protection is se­ 
cured the better. If decided now, the 
work will be entered upon at once, and 
there would be an unusual atnoUQl of ac­ 
tivity to help trade, and give the working­ 
men means forjsupplying their winter wants. 
It is claimed by some that further legisla­ 
tion is needed before the work eau be en­ 
tered upon, but this is denied by many of 
the best-po9ted attorneys, who have exam­ 
ined the question, aud this objection seems 
to bs urged mainly by those who either 
have no other objection to offer, or who 
itch to have a baud in doing legislative 
business. To-morrow night will be given 
a chance for all who chose to express their 
views, and there should be a general rally 
of citizens.
